PRAHA, Sept. 9.—Several thou- 
gand Sudeten Germans, shouting 
Nazi slogans, demonstrated for an 
hour today in front of the police 
station at Jaegerndorf, near Czecho- 
silovakia’s German and Polish bor- 


ders. 
The demonstrators obtained per- 


mission to make a Sudeten party 
affair tomorrow of the funeral of 


Alfred Knoll. Knoll, a minor Su- 
deten functionary, was killed when 
he fell from a railroad train when 
in custody of a military guard. He 
had been charged with espionage 
and Sudeten Germans have de- 
manded an inquiry into his death, 
intimating he was killed in a scuf- 
fle with his guards. 

Fearing violence, officials had re- 
fused permission for the funeral to 
be held 1 Sudeten auspices. 

A crowd quickly gathered at the 
Jaegerndorf police headquarters 
when this refusal became known, 
angrily shouting, “Hail victory!” 
and “One people: One state!” Then 
a Sudeten German committee per- 
guaded officials to grant a permit 

and music at the fu- 
dispersed. 


Worried rn however, be- 
gan preparations to prevent dis- 
orders tomorrow. 

The Government announced that 
President Eduard Benes would 
make a “fireside” radio address to 
his countrymen this afternoon. This 
will be the first direct word from 
the President for many weeks. It 
is regarded as significant he chose 
to speak before Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler discusses foreign affairs at 
Nurnberg Monday. 

It is expected Benes will declare 
to the world that Czechoslovakia 
can make no concessions to the 
Sudetens beyond those already of- 
fered. 

Czechs Oppose More Concessions. 

The clamor added to the pres- 
gure on the harried Government 
from both sides. Premier Milan 
Hodza received a flood of telegrams 
from Czechoslovaks who oppose 
more concessions to the autonomy- 
demanding Sudetens. More than 
500 messages and telegrams of pro- 
test were on the Premier's desk this 
morning. 

Most of the appeals repeated the 
new Czech slogan: “Not one milli- 
meter farther!” Many of them were 
from. groups of citizens and polit- 
ical organizations. 

The. messages, a Government 
spokesman said, indicated a stif- 
fening of Czechoslovak opinion out- 
side the regions inhabited by the 
3,500,000 Sudeten Germans whom 
Adolf Hitler supports in their de 
mands for self-government. 

Accept “no solution which endan- 
gers the sovereignty, integrity or 
unity of the state or which in the 
slightest degree diminishes the 
ability of the republic to defend 
itself,” urged a resolution adopted 
by the Executive Committee of the 
Wational Union, a nationalist party.

‘Court’s Discussion. 

“The Court must frankly state,” 
Justice Pecora said, in. discussing 
the motion to dismiss the case, 
“that its mind is not entirely 
free. from doubt as to whether 
the evidence presented by the peo- 
ple constitutes a prima facie case 
against the defendant as charged in 
counts two to 13, inclusive” — the 
felony counts. 

The evidence, he commented, was 
not that Hines was actually pres- 
ent at the scene of contriving the 
lotteries which the indictment 
charges the Schultz gang with op- 
erating. 

Whether or not Hines “induced, 
encouraged or counseled” others to 
contrive. the lotteries, he said, 
should be considered. 


Justice Pecora quoted a ruling 
of law that coubt in a judge’s mind 
should be resolved by the jury, in- 
asmuch as the prosecution has no 
power to appeal the judge’s deci- 
sion, 

“My own doubts,” he said, “must 
therefore be resolved in favor of 
the people.”

Born in Schuyler County, Mo., 
Judge Frank was educated at the 
State Teachers College at Kirks- 
ville. From 1890 to 1903 he taught 
school in rural Missouri, including 
eight years at Greentop, where one 
of his pupils was his younger broth- 
er, Glenn,. He ‘prepared the latter 
for college entrance. 


Admitted to the bar at Memphis, 
Mo., in 1903, the Judge entered 
practice at Kirksville, serving there 
as Police Judge, City Attorney and 
Assistant™ ‘Attorney of 
Adair County. He was a delegate 
to the State Constitutional Conven- 
tion in 1922-23. In 1925-27 he was 
an Assistant Attorney-General of 
Missouri, resigning to accept ap- 
pointment as a commissioner ot the 
Kansas City Court of Appeals. 

None of his opinion as a com- 
missioner was overruled by the 
court. He was elected Supreme 
Judge in 1928, with the indorse- 
ment of the Missouri Bar As- 
sociation in the primary. The term 
would have expired next Dec. 31. 
For 17 months, until October, 1935, 
he was Chief Justice. : 


Decision on Court’s Power. 


An opinion by Judge Frank in 
February, 1937, in which all the 
other judges concurred as to the 
conclusion, asserted the Supreme 
Court’s power to govern procedure 
in the courts, but refused to de- 
clare that power was exclusive and 
so deny the Legislature the right 
to enact laws on procedure. The 
effect was to leave the Supreme

SHANGHAI, Sept. 9.—Reorgan- 
ized Chinese units reported today 
they had halted Japanese advances 
on both banks of the Yangtze in 
Mid-China. 

The reports followed assertions 
that Japanese had started new bom- 
bardments of Wusueh, north-bank 
terminus of a river barrier about 
80 miles southeast of Hankow. 

Chinese military authorities at 
Hankow had admitted previously 
that the Japanese were within 80 
miles of Hankow, the provisional 
capital and Japanese objective, and 
that a Japanese overland column 
had approached within 80 miles of 
the Peiping-Hankow Railroad. 

The Chinese said they had recap- 
tured Kwangtsi, 15 miles north of 
Wusueh, after heavy counter at- 
tacks in which they said the in- 
vaders suffered 1000 casualties. 

Dispatches from Pieping quoted 
a Japanese army announcement 
that the Japanese had cleared ‘all 
Chinese Central Government troops 
from the area north of the Yellow 
River by capturing Wenhsien, 
important river ford opposite Lo- 
yang, Honan Province. 

The reports also said the North- 
ern Japanese forces were ready for 
an auxiliary drive upon Hankow 
by way of the Peiping-Hankow 
Railroad and that Hankow was be- 
ing defended by nearly 700,000 men 
deployed along a front reaching 
more than 400 miles from the Yel- 
low River to Teian, south of the 


Yangtze.

teen Japanese planes dropped five 


bombs on the Canton North Station 
today before anti-aircraft fire drove 
them off.

Both served 
before the outbreak of the war with 
China, July 7, 1937.

Asks Organizations of Em- 
ployers and Workers to 
Urge Members to Comply 
With Law. 


EXTENSIVE RECORDS 
NOT NECESSARY 


Details Not Decided, but In- 
tent to Protect as Many 
Workers as Possible Will 
Be Observed. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Sept. 9.— 
Elmer F. Andrews, wage-hour ad- 
ministrator, called on industry and 
labor today to help obtain strict 
compliance with the Labor Stand- 
ards Act. : 

Andrews said, in an address be- 
fore the International Associaiton 
of Government Labor Officials, that 
his first important job would be 
to tell employers what records they 
must keep after the law becomes 
effective Oct. 24. 

“So great is the task of distribut- 
ing precise information on this 
point and of laying the ghosts of 
unfounded apprehensions,” he said, 
“That I am calling upon organized 
industry, both employers and labor, 
to co-operate by circularizing its 
members both as to the basic terms 
of the act and the requirements in 
connection with record keeping and 
inspection. 

“And, of extreme importance, by 
urging its members to assist in ob- 
taining a compliance with these 
provisions from the start.” 

Appreciates Co-operation. 

Andrews expressed appreciation 
of efforts of organized labor to clar- 
ify the act for its members and of 
the co-operation which has been 
evidenced generally by industry.” 

He said his primary concern 
would be equal enforcement of 
the law. He observed that deci- 
sions remained to be made on such 
questions as whether certain in- 
dustries would be subject to the 
law because of their seasonal or in- 
trastate character and whether spe- 
cial regulations must be drafted for 
learners and the handicapped. 

“At the moment,” he said, 1 
can state only one general policy 
in connection with such questions, 
and that is that we expect to be 
guided by what we know to have 
been the intent of Congress in en- 
acting this law. : 

“That intent was clearly that as 
many workers as possible should 
be given the protection of basic 
labor standards.” 

Big Records Unnecessary. 

The Administrator sought to allay 
concern in some quarters that the 
act would require the keeping sof 
voluminous records. 


“It is not proposed to require a 


great mass of records and reports 
in addition to those now kept by 
employers,” he said. We shall 
make every effort to keep record- 
keeping at a minimum. It may be 
that only one or two lines in addi, 
tion to the records under the,old 
age insurance titles of the Social Se- 
curity Act will be required.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The 
Department of Agriculture forecast 
today a 1938 corn crop of 2,454,526, 
000 bushels and a total wheat crop 
of 939,972,000 bushels. 

These forecasts, based on condi- 
tions prevailing Sept. 1, compare 
With 2,566,221,000 bushels of corn 
and 955,989,000 bushels of wheat in- 
dicated a month ago. 

Corn production was 2,644,995,- 
000 bushels last year, and the 1927- 
36 10-yéar average was 2,306,157,000 
bushels, The indicated acre yield 
Sept. 1 was 26.6 bushels, compared 
with 27.8 a month ago, 28.2 last 
year, and 22.9 the 10-year average. 

The total wheat crop, winter 
wheat and spring wheat combined, 
Was 873,993,000 bushels last year 
and the 10-year average was 752, 
891,000. Yield per acre indicated 
Sept. 1 was 13.2 bushels, compared 
with 13.5 a month ago, 13.6 last 
year ,and 13.5 the 10-year average.

A Girl Reporter’s

has said he was on maneuvers at 


the fort on the morning of June 8. 
Mrs. Brooke's body was found at 
the bottom of a stairway. Her head 
bore severe wounds. 

The Government contends she wsa 
killed about 10 a. m. Two women 
neighbors have testified they saw 
Maj. Brooke leave the house short- 
ly before 11 a. m. 

Col. Robinson told the jury he 
knew Maj. Brooke socially and of- 
ficially, that they were a pieasant 
pair, and that the Major had a good 
reputation, 

Neighbor Says He Was Wet. 

Mrs. Samuel A. Gibson, an offi- 
cer’s wife living next to the Brooke 
home, testified for the prosecution 
that Maj. Brooke was wet from his 
waist to his knees on the morning 
of June 8 when she saw him ‘hur- 
riedly leave his home. 

Lieutenant-Colonel AlVin Gillem, 
another prosecution witness, testi- 
fied Brooke entered the maneuver 
camp about 12:13 p. m., placed a 
newspaper on a cot, sayging “Would 
you like to read the morning pa- 

ry” 

Col. Gillem said he had known 
Maj. Brooke 33 years and that he 
appeared to be a man of high char- 
acter, 


Fort Hicks, defense attorney,

NEW RESEARCH ON HOW 
PLANTS ABSORB LIGHT 


Chemist Reports He Has Re- 
versed Chlorophyll Process 
and Produced Red Glow. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Sept. 9.—Dr. Paul 
Rothemund of Antioch College told 
the convention of the American 
Chemical Society yesterday that the 


process of photosynthesis, in which 
chlorophyll, the green coloring mat- 
ter in plants, absorbs sunlight, can 
be worked in reverse by chemists so 
that chlorophyll will give off light 


as well as absorb it. 

The two forms of chlorophyll, 
which are chemically similar to the 
red pigment of blood cells, 
heated in certain organic solvents 
undergo a chemical change and 
this change is accompanied by the 
emission of a beautiful red glow 
of the entire solution,” Rothemund 
said, 

This phenomenon apparently add- 
ed another complication to the 
chlorophyll studies. However, it 
gave science a new clew to the 
problem. It is possible to calcu- 
late from the weight of plant mate- 
rial produced by sunlight the 
amount of energy which it ab- 
sorbed. 

In the same way, by measuring 
the amount of light emitted by the 
chlorophyll as it. decomposes under 
chemical treatment, the amount of 
energy released can be estimated. 

Some chemists who rd the re- 
port said this laboratory procedure 
might result in synthetic manufac- 
ture of chlorophyll and enable man 
to speed up production of food and 
fuel. 

Dr. Rothemund added he had ob- 
tained some chemicals from chloro- 
phyll which, when injected into 
white guinea pigs and mice, made 
them allergic to light. These chem- 
als, which he manufactures syn- 
thetically, make the animals more 
active when they are placed in 
sunlight, and if lefi exposed for 
longer than a few minutes they be- 
come restless and violent,

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The New

1938 NATIONAL INCOME 
PUT AT 64 BILLIONS 


Commerce Bureau Estimate 
Based on Continuing Busi- 
ness Improvement. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—Com- 
merce Department officials estimat- 
ed yesterday that the national in- 
come for 1938 would run close to 
64 billion dollars, if current busi- 
ness improvement trends continued 
to the end of the year. 


This figure would be about 6 or 
7 per cent below last year’s total 
of $69,380,000,000, they said, but 
larger than that for any other year 
since the nation’s 1929 prosperity 


They said that since prices were 
lower this year than last, and the 
dollar was thus buying larger 
amounts of commodities, the de- 
crease in actual production would 
be less than the 6 or 7 per cent 
shown by the dollar figures. 

The officials emphasized that 
their forecast depended on. business 
maintaining the rate of improve- 
ment shown in the last few months. 

In compiling the figures, the de- 
partment draws a distinction be- 
tween “income produced,“ or what 
has been actually increased or cre- 
ated, and “income paid out,” or pro- 
duction translated into the dollars 
which are put into pay envelopes 
and salary and dividend checks. 
The foregoing figures were on the 
basis of “income paid out,” since 
that is the measure of purchasing 
power. 

A phenomenon of the early years 
of the depression was that “income 
paid out” exceeded “income pro- 
duced”; that is, business losses were 
made up by drawing upon the prof- 
its of the preceding prosperity 
years. In 1929, before the slump, 
“income produced” totaled $81,128,- 
000,000 and income paid out” only 
$75,556,000,000. In 1930, production 
was $68,302,000,000 and payments 
were $73,290,000,000. 

This excess of payments reached a 
peak of $9,010,000,000 in 1932, and 
thereafter dwindled to $458,000,000 
1934. Production exceeded pay- 
ments by $880,000,000 in 1935, and 
exceeded them again in 1936 and 
1937. 

Now, department experts say, 
judging by corporate reports of divi- 
dend payments for the first half 
of this year, payments will inevit- 
ably exceed production this year; 
that is, the year as a whole will 
show a net business loss for the 
country. However, its extent can- 
not be gauged as yet. 

Income payments, which had 
previously been trending steadily 
upward, began falling in August, 
1937, They then were at 88.6 per 
cent of the average for 1929. In 
January of this year the figure was 
81.7 per cent, and it decreased to 
78.3 in June. In July, the figure 
rose to 79.1, and preliminary fig- 
ures for August show another ad-

WORD FOR NEW DEAL 


Ex-President to Discuss Roose- 
velt’s Idea for ‘Liberal’ 
Party.

OGDEN, Utah, Sept. 9. — The 
United States may find the New 
Deal “more bedlamic than liber- 
al,” Herbert Hoover declared on his 
arrival today bound for the East 
to speak. 

The former President said: “Mr, 
Roosevelt has. proposed that the 
New Deal be converted into a ma- 
jor political party. He states that 
it is to be liberal. I propose to 
explore this idea in a series of 
speeches. We may find this new 
party more bedlamic than liberal, 
We will find that like all other po- 
litical parties it has ‘some good ob- 
jectives. Fortunately for the Amer- 
ican people they do not have to 
take his new party on trust. After 
six years of experience with it, we 
can soberly apply the test given us 
by the greatest teacher of man- 
kind. Te shall know them by 
their fruits. Do men gather grapes 
from thorns.or figs from thistles?’ 

J shall not omit the other part 
of that lesson, which mentions 
false prophets in sheep’s clothing. 

“The first address, at Kansas 
City, Sept. 28, will discuss the mor 
al foundations of this new party. 
The second, at Hartford, Conn., Oct, 
17, will debate its bearings on rep- 
resentative government. The third, 
at Spokane, Wash., probably on 
Nov. 4 or 5, will explore its eco- 
nomic consequences to workers and 
farmers, and in all three 1 will 
suggest alternative action to meet 
the changing times.” 

Hoover said he did not plan to 
speak in behalf of any particular 
candidate and that his three ad- 
dresses would be under auspices of 
the Republican state committees in 
the various states. 

Between now and his first speech 
Hoover said he would attend meet- 
ings in Chicago and New York of 
educational and scientific founda- 
tions to which he belongs.

EING a South Carolinian, I can appre- 
Beiate your remarks in a recent edi- 
torial about the backwardness of my 
State.

We do not have election frauds such as 
the one here in St. Louis in connection 
with the river-front project. If there 
were to be such a fraud, I am quite sure 
South Carolina would not be so liberal as 
to let it become legal. Our Judges are 
so backward that not one has ever made 
a statement such as a Missouri Supreme 
Court Judge, when he said, “I am a Pen- 
dergast man.” They are so unbelievably 
reactionary as to hold that equal justice, 
under the law, shall be their guide. 

In South Carolina, civil servants do 
not stay away from their jobs on election 
day to go out and corral votes. (You re- 

member Jimmie Miller, who votes em

The most reactionary and conservative 
thing about South Carolina is that gang- 
sterism under the guise of labor unions is 
not tolerated.

One need not despair that tney 
may succeed sufficiently to avert a 
show of violence and to prolong the 
diplomatic negotiations. It is of 
some significance that during these 
past two weeks the British have at 
least temporarily convinced Musso- 
lini that a war in Central Europe 
will be a general war. Two weeks 
ago, ‘according to reliable accounts, 
the influence of Italy was engaged 
on the side of violent action. Mus- 
solini seems, to have believed that if 
Hitler attacked in Czechoslovakia, 
he could settle the Spanisu affair 
and not have to deal with the Brit- 
ish in the Mediterranean. 

More recently Italy has been quiet 
and puzzled because, it appears, 
Mussolini has seen that in a gen- 
eral war he would certainly be 
chosen to receive the first full im- 
pact of the Allied offensive. Musso- 
lini may, of cburse, change again. 
But for the moment tae British 
have persuaded him that everything 
is at stake. Tne hope of peace de- 
pends upon their persuading Hitler 
in the same fashion. 

If they do, and if war is averted 
now, the world will breathe more 
easily for a moment. But it must 
be said, however discouraging it 
may be, that unless there is a 
miracle, tue condition of crisis will 
continue. The Czech offer might be 
the solution of the problem in a 
reasonably settled and law-abiding 
Europe. But given the fact of the 
pan-German ambition under Nazi 


leadership, it is difficult to see how 


the Sudeten Germans can settle 
down to live loyally and peaceably 
in the Czechoslovak Republic. It 
is equally difficult to see how they 
can be annexed to Germany with- 
out violence that would involve tae 
whole of Rurope..

The report, compiled this sum- 
tier from studies of college credit 
transcripts and related data, shows 
that 42 per cent of the present high 
school teachers have a master’s or 
higher degree as compared to 27 
per cent in 1926. The number of 
teachers with bachelor’s degrees 
now totals only 48 per cent as com- 
pared to 58 per cent 12 years ago, 
though the percentage of teachers 
in non-academic subjects who do 
not hold any degree has decreased 
from 15 to 10 per cent in the same 
period. 

The rise in educational standards 

is attributed by Young to exten- 
sion work in the summer by teach- 
ers in service and to the large num- 
ber of applicants seeking teaching 
positions who have graduated re- 
cently with master’s degrees. 
.. & gtudy was also made in the re- 
port of changes in the ratio of sup- 
ply and demafid for public school 
teachers. .Throughout the latter 
part of the nineteenth century, the 
Board of Education was uyable to 
obtain an adequate number of prop- 
erly trained teachers, and as late 
as 1903 Superintendent F. Louis 
Soldan reported: “The list of trained 
teachers at the disposal of the 
board was exhausted seme time 
ago and in order to fill vacancies, 
the board adopted the temporary 
expedient of employing high school 
graduates who had no professional 
training as apprentice teachers.” 

The board has not been confront- 
ed with similar exigencies since 
that time, but instead has taken 
action to limit the amount of stu- 
dents seeking training as teachers. 
The report of the superintendent 
for 1925-26, for example, notes that 
from 1921 to 1924 the number of 
vacancies in public schools dropped 
from 210 to 60, while the number 
of graduates from the teachers’ col- 
leges increased from 90 to 190. 

In an effort to improve this con- 
dition, no new freshmen were ad- 
mitted to either teachers’ college in 
St. Louis from September, 1933, to 
September, 1935. At the present 
time, enrollment is controlled, being 
set each term at the estimated need 
for grade-school teachers.

While the reforms are not as dras- 


tic as those imposed on the British 
Army by Leslie Hore-Belisha, War

nevertheless the Mackenzie house 
cleaning similarly aims at revitaliz- 
ing Canada’s defense forces.

To Install Air Defenses. 

Representatives of the eastern 
and western defense areas, the 
three groups of officers of the non- 
permanent forces, will assist in 
such work as supervising installa- 
tion of $2,000,000 worth of anti-air- 
craft searchlight equipment on the 
British Columbia coast and develop- 

ment of Anticosti Island, at the

$97 769.000 IN GOLD 
ENTERS U.S. IN WEEK 


Flow From Europe Largest 
Since Period in October,’ 
1936.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — The 
flow of gold from Europe reached 
a total of $87,769,152 in the week 
ended Sept. 2. The Commerce De- 
partment said the week’s imports 
were the largest since the week of 
Oct. 9, 1936, and were about 330, 
000,000 larger than the imports for 
any week this year. 

The bulk of the gold came from 
England, which shjpped $68,683,500 
worth to the United States. Other 
yShipments included $3,212,732. from 
Belgium, $4,720,412 from France, 
$3,840,000 from Sweden, and $5,873,- 
946 from Japan. 

Experts explained that the huge 
shipments of gold to this country 
were due to the rush of wealthy for- 
eigners to send funds to this coun- 
try for safekeeping. The consequent 
rush to buy dollars in the. foreign 
exchange market required large 
“acpi of gold to pay for the dol-

In a four-hour session yes- 
terday, he read a lengthy list, 
which included prominent Repub- 
lican and Democratic leaders, state 
employes, engineers, contractors, 
brewers, architects and newspaper 
men. 

Under examination by Abram 
Salsburg, counsel for the commit- 
tee, he testified that many of those 
named had not been interviewed. 
In that classification he included: 
John B. Kelly, Philadelphia, Dem- 
ocratic chairman; U. 8. Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey and his sister, 
Mrs. Emma Guffey Miller, a mem- 
ber of the Democratic National 
Committee; J. David Stern, pub- 
lisher of the Philadelphia Record; 
State Senator E. J. Thompson, Cen- 
tre County Democrat; S. K. Mitch-' 
ell of Wilkes-Barre and Pete Mar- 
gie, Luzerne County prothonotary. 

Shelley said he and his assistant, 
Earl V. Compton, interviewed May- 
or S. Davis Wilson, one of those 
named as a likely witnness. 

The committee members and 
counsel forbade Shelley to men- 
tion evidence collected from the 
witnesses, in view of a former as- 
sertion by him that his data was all 
hearsay. 

The District Attorney declared: 

“The evidence in my possession 
is competent, relevant and material 
when it comes from the mouths 
of the witnesses, that very same 
evidence coming from my mouth is 
hearsay.” . 


SERUM PRODUCED FROM EOGS 
SAVES THOUSANDS OF HORSES 


Virus Grown on Chick Embryo 
Tissue Used in Fight Against 
Sleeping Sickness. 

TRENTON; N. J., Sept. 9.—The 
State Agriculture Department said 
today serum produced from eggs 
had saved the lives of thousands of 
horses from death from sleeping 
sickness. The serum has been used 
from Manitoba to Missouri. 

Dr. Ralph A. Hendershott, chief 
of the department’s Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, explained a virus 
grown on the chick embryo tissue, 
apparently was strong enough to 
destroy the virus of the fatal sick- 
ness. 

He said six hatcheries in the 
state are kept busy supplying eggs 
to laboratories where the eggs are 
injected with the sleeping sickness 
virus. The virus grows prodigious- 
ly, and the serum later produced, 
he said, is about 100,000 times more 
potent than that previously ob- 
tained from treatment of horse 
tissue.

RAILROADS STAND FIRM

The committee told Hopkins its

Boils

things are somewhat different. And in dis- 
;| cussing the treatment of them, please notice 
that above in talking about even the single 
boil, I said the DOCTOR treated it. Boils 
that you try to treat yourself, or have some 
member of the household take a whirl at 
them, dont do so well. They turn into 
something .else besides boils, all too often. 
So, as I say, all I am trying to do here 
is to explain the treatment of boils so that 
you can understand the principles involved 
and give your doctor some satisfaction.

The first requirement in the management of crops of boils is a 
thorough physical examination to see whether there is some constitu- 
tional disturbance behind the condition, The discovery of some hitherto 
unsuspected but debilitating disease may be the key to the question. 

A boil is an invasion or infection of the skin with a germ; usually 
the staphylococcus. If boils are recurrent (“come in crops”) it would 
look as if the immunity of the body is too low to cope with the invader. 
In order to raise this, vaccines for the specific immunization are often 
used, Then bacteriophage, that mysterious substance which kills bac- 
teria in their own juice, is also applicable. 

The endless opening of one after another is a tiresome procedure, 
but must be gone, and is probably the only essential, as it is the most 
important treatment.

HAT with the actual writing 
W: the program, the long re- 
hearsals, script discussions, 
broadcasts and recordings, Ger- 
trude Berg really lives the life 
of Molly Goldberg about 10 
hours out of every day. The 
actual writing of the script 
she does in longhand and her hus- 
band, Lewis Berg, copies it off on 
the typewriter because he is the 
only one who can decipher her 
handwriting. Unlike other script 
writers, she does not always create 
a part and then hunt up somebody 
to portray it. Wherever she goes 
she is on a sort of man hunt for 
her program, and when she finds 
a voice or a personality that inter- 
ests her she offers that person an 
audition and sometimes writes a 
suitable part into her program. 
On one occasion, a mother stand- 
ing with her chattering child in a 
theater lobby, was surprised to have 
an absolutely strange woman ap- 
proach her and ask, “Are you in- 
terested in having your child on 


the radio?” The startled matron 
didn’t know whether to faint, shout 
for the law, or say “yes.” Luckily 
for the child, the mama neither

One of Mrs, Berg’s pet ideas for 
keeping her script fresh, is intro- 
ducing new voices.

It 
was a great deal more probable that 
the diamond ace was in front of the 
king; in fact, this was a near cer~ 
tainty, since East had first doubled 
for a take-out and later had made 
a penalty double. Thus, the spade 
king should not have been used for 
a worthless diamond discard. In- 
stead, declarer, after winning the 
first trick in dummy, should have 
led a diamond toward his king. 
East would win with the ace and 
return three rounds of trumps, but 
note the different position declarer 
now would have.
